While this might not have been ex- 
actly a craving, still every one sort of expected 
illness as a part of fate, not to be dodged. 


This mental attitude made them succumb 


easily. 


Today people can't afford to be sick. They 


Thoy can't afford the 
money. Where a patient once ^as reasona- 
bly sure of getting off with a diagnosis that he 
had some such ample ailment as the grippe or 
hives, science has discovered all sorts of mys- 
terious, complicated maladies with hifalutin' 
names. 


Where grandpa might have had indigestion, 


We can't get off with less than botulism, ex- 
cessive secretion of the endocrine glands, or a 
a psychic "complex." 


The old-time country doctor 
drove bis 


horse 12 miles, devoted an hour to examining 
the patient, measured out a quart of stuff thst 
tasted like the extract of gall, and threw in 
half a peck of pllle of various colors for good 
measure. 
His charge was a dollar for the 


whole works—and he was an optimist If he 
ever expected to get the dollar. 


Times have changed. The patient often IB 


sent to have his teeth X-my?d. He's shunted 
from one specialist to another. 
After a few 


experience*, he subconsciously discovers that 
he can't afford to be sick. 
So he forgets 


about it. 
Maybe it "gets" him and he dies. 


But it's sure-fire for imaginary ailments. 


A steep bill from the doctor Is excellent 


medicine, abotir/thc best there te. We're not 
implying tllat all disease is Imaginary. Far 
from it. JBut much of the sickness of former 
generations was either Imaginary or the ro- 
SH*t*of foolish living—gluttony, lack of sani« 
tation, and the absence of quarantine in in- 
fectious epidemics. 


The doctors have taught us how to live sen- 


sibly. Thftt'a their public service nml it's n tre- 
mendous one.
